ledge of the brain, from the prophe- 
cie of the tongue, the eloquence of 
that little member, the munificence 
of the hand, and the Martyrdome of 
the whole body. All which we find 
ſpoken of in this Chapter. Without 
love, what is faith but fancie 2 what 
is prophecte but a dark myſtery ? 
what is eloquence but untunable 
mulick ? what is munificence but. 
prodigality * what is martyrdome 
but a. raſh and unadviled {laying a 
mans ſelf 2 Without love they 
may all hang down in their own 
weakneſle and infirmity z and there- 
fore Saint Paul tells us, We know but 
iu part , and therefore prophecie but in 
part ; We know but in part , that's the 
firſt, and I fear the time will ſuffer 
me to go no farther, We know bat; 
in part. WF-. 
Take knowledge to be what you 
will, take it at the largeſt extent 
the wiſeſt men 0g carth , thoſe hall 
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have been in the uppermoſt cham- 
-bers of Divinity , and founded the 
depths of all Learning , yea, that 
have gone round all humane Learn- 
ing, they know but in part, Some 
things there are that we know not ,- 
and there are ſome things we know 
but in part ; and what we know ob- 
jectively, it may be full , bur ſubje- 
c&ively, itis weak, 

Firſt, ſome things we know not, 
as the Eflence of God, inſtant in 
things paſt and to come, we cannot 
know it, it is not fit fot our under- 
ſtanding. Who knows what Goa 

, did before the world © Who 
knows when the Angels were crea- 
red 2 who knows 2 we may collect 
and conjecure , but who can poſt- 

. tively affirm it? who can tell whe- 

# ther the Sun before the Stars were 

F<created , did riſe and ſet, or no? 

=thoſe are beyond our knowledge. 

We know not the end of the world,

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part, and prophecie but in part. Fhe 
head and tongue divide the Text; 
the head is like unto Heaven , that 
doth diſperſe abroad its light and 
influence by the tongue 3; and the 
tongue It 1s a many-ftringed inſtru- 
ment, whereby we do praiſe God, 
Here's the knowledge of the head, 
the tongue , but that this tongue 
may. be tied up from ſelt-commen- 
dation, therefore we come to the 
jonorant terms of antipathy ; as, 
Why doth the Load-ſtone draw Iron 
to it what anfwer can we give, bur 
that it is the quality 2 as much as'to 
ſay, Ido not know : And fo for the 
times to come , It is not for us to 
know the times of God. Prophecies 
are beſt underſtood in the tulfHling 
of them'; rhere are many things 
God hath left wo. his own Cabiner- 
zi Councel, and we muft not intrude 
” Intc them ; Secret things belong t0 
|, Io rewealed things to us and td 
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And ſecondly, our knowledge is 
but imperfeR, in reſpe& of the ob- 
ject, We ſee but throueh a elaſi _—_y 
yt imperfedtly, 

Firit, what can we ſay or know of 
God? Damaſin ſaith, he is not an 
eſſence or ſubſtance, he is ſomewhat 
above ; we do not know what to 
call him; briog in a contribution of 
all kind of Janguage , there's too 
much inability ro exprefle the na- 
ture of Almighty God ; opr know- 
ledge of God riſes not by adding to 
it, bur as a ſtatue rjles , by cutting 
{omewhar from it , and we know 
him by an.impertect knowledge: We 
ſee the Sun in a dim kind of way ; 
we ſee but the back-parts of God;as 
we ſee a man that is paſt , -we have 
but a glimpſe of it. And ſo for the 
Trinity, the Fathery, <on, and oy 
Ghoſt, three Perſons, and one God z 
it is a myſtery , that made Hillay 
cry out, and fall back, and 80 2g "AY 
and d ſay, there's a ftupidityingg 
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underſtanding, I know not what to 
ſay :. and therefore the Nicene Fa-, 
thers would not have the words of 
Eſſence uſed, they thought there 
was more in God. And fo for the 
Decree of God, how far is it beyond 
our knowledge © How unſearchable 
are his Fudgments ? they are paſt find- 
ing out. And it you cannot finde 
out the reaſon of Gods decrees , ſee 
the reaſon of ir, 1t_ 1s well for you to 
be of his Court , though not of his 
Councel, His decrees may amaze 
a man to conſider them ; read but 
Saint Pauls diſcourſe, how ſhall we 
puzzle and gravel © what ſhall we 
ſay more then this I will not ſay: 
Do thou reaſon the caſe how thou 
wilt, Ego credam, 1 will believe. 

And then fourthly , for the Crea- 
tion of the worl& ; what a yaſt diffe- 
rence is there between nothing and 
> ſomething « We may believe there 
E244 Creation , but we cannot graſp 
 9.0ur underſtanding. 
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And then in the fifth place, the 
prophanation of fin , That God 
ſhould create us ſo holy that the 
body ſhould have no fin in it, and 
et there ſhould now be fin in both 

y 8 {oul,we know it, But how do 

we know it: Come to the Perſon 
and Offices of Chriſt , that he thar 
was the Ancient of dayes ſhould 
dye ; that he that was the mouth of 
his Father, and the Word , ſhould 
not ſpeak,this is a myſtery, and great 
is the myſtery. And then again , 
the myſtery ot our bodies, that our 
bodies ſhould be deſtroyed , that 
they ſhould be turned to aſhes , or 
cut in pleces , and one piece many 
miles 28 another , and yet the 
ſame body toariſe glorioufly. We 
may believe it, but we are not able 
ro conceive it. Now to the joyes 


of Heaven, Eye hath not ſeen, ear hath |

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and the ear can hear far, the one can 
ſee the lightning atar off, and the 0- 
ther hear the thunder; yer eye and 
ear are both dull and heavy , if you 
bring them to the conſideration of 
this thing ; here are things unuttera- 
ble, I was rapt up into the "third Hea- 
ven, faith Saint Paul , and 1 ſaw 
things that were unutterable, And 
{o for the Scriptures, though in all 
things neceſſary to falvation , the 
Scriptures are plain and evident; but 
take many places of the Srtripture , 
how far remote are they from our 
. underſtanding © what great myſte- 
ries are there © One being asked 
what God was, took firſt a day,then 
two, then three dayes, then four,and 
ſo the farther he went to ſearch, 
the more, he was plunged, ' So in 
the Scriptures, ſome places are plain, 
a Lamb may feed in them, In pro- 


FF phecies, we fix upon one man » he 
I mult be the delivererz we ſee him 


kenfrom the world, and the work 
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Jeft undone. The beſt Comment 


upon prophectes is the fulfilling of 
them, Look upon ſome other Texts 
of Scripture ; What ſhould they do 
that are baptized for the dead, it the 
dead riſe not up again ? Becaule of 
the Angels the women muſt be mo- 
deſt. Saint Auſtiz did not know 1t, 
and that's in regard of the Scripture,

Thirdly , in regard of the ſub-- 


ject, what we know, we know after 
an imperfect partial faſhion 3 and 
therefore it is, Beloved, that Faith 
ſhould be: embraced by us, becauſe 
we believe that we cannot under- 
ſtand, Hence it is that we have bur 
an opinion of many things .in the 
world : It there were certain know- 
ledge, what needed opinion f? 

\ Fourthly , becauſe we do admire 
all chings z there 's no admiration 
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but - where there wants underſtands 


ing. - Thus it is in the 6: diſplays. © 
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ther in ſeveral kindes of knowledge 
among Heathens and Chriftians': a- 
mong Heathens, they do worſhip an 
unknown God; there was an Al- 
tar in Athens dedicated , With this 
Inſcription, To the unknown God, Aits 
17. They do worſhip they know 
not what, as our Saviour ſpeaks to 
the Samaritan woman : Tou worſhip 
you know not what ,, and they do feel 
and grope after God, if perhaps they. 
can inde him. There was one An- 
tonius , that having read Platoes 
Works of the Immortality of the 
ſoul , and having often read them: 
uled theſe words, Neſcio, &c. I 
know not how, but when I am rea-- 
ding I give af] ent,when 1, have laid a-- 
ſide the Book all ſlips from me ; ſo 
doting is our knowledge, for "the 
earthly man, the carnal man diſcerns 
not the things thatare Gods, nay , 
| for thebeſt they ſee but through a 
Po they ſee but in part, Thus

there are that do oppoſe this truth, 
orhers that pervert ir. 

Some there are that oppoſe it , 
and thoſe are our adverſaries the 
Romaniſts: Firſt, in ſecting up the 
infallibility of the Pope; and ſecond- 
Iy,in crying up the Fathers and the 
Councels for our Faith, How can 
this be but falſe , if this be true that 
we know but in part ? 

- Firſt, therefore for the infallibility 
of the Pope, who will fit like an 
Emperour and take up any contro- 
verſie z Beloved, we know contro- 
verſies on foot which he cannot 
decide, between the Franciſcans and 
Dominicans, about the Aſſumption 
of the Virgin Mary , and the like ; 
either he cannot or. dares not end 


them for fear of loſing either fide 3- 5 7 


but we know but in part. Have nots* 
ſome of their Popes been pronouns 
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ced Herteticks by General Councels? 
and yet theſe men muſt know all 
things. One of them could not 
read Saint: Matthews Goſpel, and 
yet the(e muſt be ſaved; they would 
pluck out their own eyes, and fee 
by other mens; and how can this be, 
it as Saint Paul ſaith, we know but in 
part * And then again, they will 
cry up the Fathers and Councels , 
but when all is done they do but a- 
buſe us, and the Fathers will be 
found to erre when all comes to 
light, Were there not ſome of 
them that held dangerous and Here- 
tical opinions © But I am loth to un- 
cover our forefathers nakedneſs : If I 
muſt, I will take you off from ado- 
ring it, riſing up to it, and too much 
reverencing it. Cyprian was for re- 
baptization , Saint Axfiz was once 
of opinion that children ſhould re- 


3. ceive the. Sacrament of rhe Lords 


Supper as well as others of age ; 
WOreer was,of opinion that Spi- 
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and fleſh, and eyes} 
and Fuſtin Martyr : but I rather co- 
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'ver them in ſilence , but that the 


Papiſts do incite us. the Fathers 
were but a partial, no infallible 
rule. 

Again , as ſome do oppoſe this 
point , ſo ſome do pervert it: So 
the Papiſts they pervert it ., and ſay, 
Becaule we know but in part , there- 
fore we muſt have Traditions, for we 
#now but in part , as Saint Paul ſaith, 
In this they do buc as we fay , bring 
coals. to New-Caſtls , or light a 
candle to * the Sun, by bringing 
their Traditions to be proved by - 
this Scripture . b 

Secondly , the Anabaptiſts, they or 
pervert 1t, and conclude from hence, t} 
becauſe we know bit in part, there- 
fore we will look for revelation from 
above, and thereupon they caſt by 2 
the Book of God-, and look for res: 
velations from Heaven. - God, id 
bid we ſhould countenance api 
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* ſpirits as theſe are, for-what is there 
to be known but what is fetcht out 
of Gods Word. 
Thirdly , others forſooth;thatare 
lazy Chriſtians, will ſay,If I turn oves 
the Book of God never ſo much, 1 
ſhall k»ow but in part , therefore E 
will know nothing at all : Like little 
children , if you take away one of 
their trinkets, they will throw all the 
reſt away : Or,becauſe one man gives 
me a box on theear , therefore 1 
will {ue him, and becauſe I may not 
have five hundred pounds damages, 
therefore I will have nothing at all. 
This is like the Hangman , that firſt 
blindes the. malefaRtors eyes, and 
then turns him off. This was it made 
the Jews crucifie the Lord of life , 
. 4 for had they known it they would 
4 not have done it. The candle muſt 
2F be/put our, ' or elſe put into the dark 
Anthorn (ſay the Papiſts) we.muſt 
e what miſchiefs are towards.

_ If we know but in part, Fiſt, 
let us follow men” but in part. Turn 
over Antiquity , borrow authority 
from the Fathers , they will be good 
moral perſwaſions and inductions to 
bring us to the truth , but bring all 
to the Scripture , weigh It by the 
ballance of the Sanctuary, whether 
it be good or,no. And where they 
{peak that which is contradictory to 
the Word of God, let us prefer 

' Truth before the Fathers, Chriſt 
{faith notzI am Antiquityzor I am Cu- 
{tome, but I am Truth. 

Secondly, if we know but in part - 
let us add {ome cubits to our know- 
ledge. Knowledge is like unto Hea- | 
ven, it is very glorious if we could 
ſee it z and we muſt firſt know 1 
will of our Father before we can do-| 
it, This is the firſt ſtep to' know f 
what God is, and to know wh at. OL 
ſelves are, Firſt, begin wie

Let us add knowledg unto our 
knowledg, but as we know but in party 
let us be wiſe alſo, take heed of ens 
tring roughly into the”! cabinets, of 
God, we muſt not gaze £00 high?
